BACKGROUND

On June 14, 2013, Capitol Water Corporation filed an Application to increase the
Purchase Power Cost Adjustment (PPCA) portion of Schedule 3, Other Recurring and Non-
Recurring Charges from 1.85% to 4.22% with an effective date of August 1, 2013. Staff
recommended an increase in the Company’s PPCA rate from 1.85% to 4.2%. The Commission
approved an increase in PPCA rate from 1.85% to 4.2% effective August 1, 2013 (Order No.
32858).

On July 23, 2013, the Company submitted a revised tariff in compliance with Order No.
32858. Staff reviewed the tariff submitted by the Company to ensure that the language and rates
reflect Commission directives as stated in Order No. 32858. The tariff includes Schedule No. 3,
Other Recurring and Non-Recurring Charges for Capitol Water Corporation. This tariff replaces
the current tariff on file.

Staff confirms that the new language and rates of Schedule 3, Other Recurring and Non-
Recurring Charges, comport with Commission Order No. 32858. Staff recommends approval of
